on an interview with Edward P. 
Morgan, Roseili's former lawyer, 
was included In last June’s Senate 
intelligence committee report on 
the role of the intelligence commu- 
nity in the Kennedy assassination 
investigation. Morgan was later 
identified by the Washington Post 
as the person interviewed.
